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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1 . The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) The invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

(e) The invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351(a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

2. Claims 1-12 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by 
Kernahan et al. (U.S. Patent # 6,801 ,028). 

Kernahan et al. disclose the claimed invention a switching regulator (figure 2), including 
an error amplifier (column 76, line 25-35), a control circuit (figure 2, item 1 1 ), a feedback 
control loop (column 4, line 40-45), a compensation circuit (column 9, line 25-30), a loop 
gain (column 73, line 45-55), scaling circuit (column 11, line 10-65), (column 75, line 40- 
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65 and column 76, line 1-65), input and output regulation, duty cycle of the switching 
regulator, buck boost topology, (column 87, line 45-70+ and columns 88-91 , lines 1-65). 

3. Claims 13-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Pardoen (U.S. Patent #6,583,609). 

Pardoen discloses claimed invention a method for providing compensation in a 
switching regulator (figure 1 and 4-5), including feedback control loop, a loop gain 
(Abstract, line 1-15, column 2, line 5-55 and claim1-2), a clock signal (column 3, line 35- 
65) a first and second low pass filter (column 4, line 1-65).
